Red Cross officials said the FDA 
misinterpreted the center’s records, 
and no contaminated blood was re- 
leased to hospitals. 

The FDA also has found that the 
Red Cross had inadvertently re- 
leased blood contaminated by hep- 
atitis, failed to follow safety proce- 
dures that guard against the use of 
AIDS-contaminated blood and ne- 
glected to report errors to the 
agency. 

“The way to look at this is that 
we're moving to the next generation 
and we're going to be taking steps 
that are preventive, rather than cor- 
rective,” Dole said. 

Dr. Jeffrey McCullough, Red 
Cross senior vice president, said in 
congressional testimony last month 
that the AIDS epidemic required 
that the blood supply undergo more 
tests. He said this demand puts 
great stress on the existing com- 
puter, safety and labortory systems. 

Dole and McCullough said no one 
has ever received a transfusion of 
Red Cross blood carrying the virus.

Jovic to Mesic. A second attempt to confirm him in 
office failed Friday. 

Only non-Communist Slovenia, Bosnia-Herce- 
govina and Macedonia backed Croatia’s support for 
Mesic, leaving him one vote shy of a majority. 

Mesic announced he would summon the presi- 
dency to meet later this week. But Montenegro’s 
man on the presidency, Branko Kostic, said in an 
interview he would not attend. 

In Tuesday’s editions of the Belgrade daily Ve- 
cernje Novosti, Kostic was quoted as accusing 
Mesic of once saying he would be the last president 
of a unified Yugoslavia. 

Mesic’s announcement came a day after Croatia 
became the second Yugoslav republic to vote over- 
whelmingly for independence from the federation. 

With 96 percent of the ballots from Sunday’s 
vote counted, more than 94 percent had opted for 
transforming Yugoslavia into a loose confederation 
of independent states. Turnout was 83 percent. 
About 100,000 ethnic Serbs in Krajina boycotted 
the referendum. 


Foreign travel rules 
relaxed in Soviet Union

MOSCOW — Shedding centuries 
of fear of contact with the West, So- 
viet lawmakers voted Monday to lib- 
eralize foreign travel and emigration, 
a move that could pave the way for 
loosened U.S. trade restrictions. 

The law would allow travel abroad 
for virtually anyone who has permis- 
sion from another country to enter, 
and has no outstanding alimony obli- 


gations, criminal charges or recent | 


knowledge of state secrets. 


The bill also establishes appeal pro- | 
cedures for people denied permission | 


to leave the Soviet Union. 

The measure enacts into law many 
of the emigration reforms President 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev has already or- 
dered the bureaucracy to carry out, 
reversing the harsh travel restric- 
tions that were a hallmark of authori- 
tarian Communist rule. 

“We always feared strangers. 
Therefore passage of this law is a his- 
toric act, an act of Russian history, 
not only an act in the fight against 
totalitarianism,” Fyodor Burlatsky, 
one of the bill’s architects, told re- 
porters. 

Introduced as part of Gorbachev’s 
reforms in November 1989, the emi- 
gration bill was delayed by the KGB 
secret police and the military, who 
feared Soviets traveling abroad or 
emigrating would take with them 
state secrets and engage in espi- 
onage. 

The anticipated boom in foreign 
travel will force the cash-strapped So- 
viet government to print more 
passports and visa documents, up- 
grade rail, highway and air trans- 
portation and hire more bureaucrats 
to process travel applications. 

It is also expected to impose a bur- 
den on European nations, to which 
Soviet citizens are expected to flock 
to in great numbers because of the 
desperate condition of their economy. 

The law was originally scheduled to 
take effect July 1, 1992. In a compyo- 
mise, lawmakers agreed Monday to 
give the government six more months 
to prepare for its implementation.

“We cannot just remove the collar 
from emigres, kick them out with our 
feet and say, ‘Go wherever you 
want,” budget committee head Vik- 
tor Kucherenko told fellow lawmak- 
ers. “We must create conditions not 
like those we have now, but normal 
conditions, for which a year of prepa- 
ration is needed,” he said. 

Under the measure, Gorbachev’s 
Cabinet is to report within two weeks 
on whether some parts of the law can 
take effect before January 1993. 
Burlatsky told reporters he supports 
quicker implementation of a provision 
allowing citizens to emigrate without 
invitations from relatives abroad. 

“Freedom of migration appears to 
be there on paper, but what will be in 
reality, we'll see,” said Victoria 
Shakhet, co-chairman of the private 
Bureau on Exit and Emigration in 
Moscow. 


Potential cancer vaccine In sight

HOUSTON — A doctor who performed the first gene 
therapy for cancer said Monday he will soon begin shuf- 
fling the genes of patients’ own malignant cells to vacci- 


nate them against their tumors. 


Dr. Steven A. Rosenberg said the novel approach, 
which involves inserting new genes into tumor cells, is 
intended to marshal the body’s own immune defenses. 

“We are at the birth of a new era in treating cancer 


through gene modification,” he said. 


Rosenberg, a researcher at the National Cancer Insti- 
tute, said he had also tentatively identified a gene that 
marks cancer cells as being different from normal ones. If 
true, the discovery could lead to the development of can- 


don’t know.” 


“This work is very exciting,” said Dr. Harvey Golomb 
of the University of Chicago, president of the American 
Society of Clinical Oncology. “The gene therapy experi- 
ments are on the cutting edge. Whether it will pan out, we 


Rosenberg presented his results at the organization’s 
annual scientific meeting. 

Rosenberg has been a pioneer in the emerging field of 
biologic therapy, the idea of arming the body to rally 


against cancer after — and even before — the disease 


emerges and spreads through the body. : 

Rosenberg developed the use of interleukin-2, a natu- 
ral disease-fighting chemical, to combat spreading 
melanoma skin cancer and kidney cancer.

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Court OKs sex history ban in rape cases 


WASHINGTON — States may protect an alleged rape victim by barring 
the man she says attacked her from introducing evidence that they previously 
had consensual sex, the Supreme Court ruled Monday. 

The 7-2 ruling lets states enact broad rape-shield laws and was the court’s 
first-ever ruling on the constitutionality of such laws. The justices ordered a 
Michigan court to consider reinstating the sexual-assault conviction of Nolan 
Lucas, accused of forcing at knifepoint his former girlfriend to have sex with 
him. 

Justice Sandra Day O’Connor, writing for the court, said the Michigan law 
— similar to those in most states — is “a valid legislative determination that 
rape victims deserve heightened protection against surprise, harassment and 
unnecessary invasions of privacy.” 

The law generally bars evidence about an alleged victim’s sexual history. 
But it makes an exception for evidence that the defendant and alleged victim 
had been lovers. 

At issue in Lucas’s case is whether evidence of his relationship with his 
former girlfriend may be barred from the trial because Lucas failed to notify 
prosecutors within 10 days after his arraignment that he would seek to 
introduce such testimony. 


Atleast 42 die during India’s elections 


NEW DELHI, India — Religious and political schisms exploded into 
violence on Monday, the first day of voting in India’s general elections. At least 
42 people were killed and hundreds injured, officials and reports said. 

An estimated 100 million people turned out to elect members to the Lok 
Sabha, the policy-making lower house of Parliament, the Election Commission 
said. That was a turnout of about 52 percent. 

Voting was held Monday for 204 of the 543 seats in the house; polling will be 
held also Thursday and Sunday. The Election Commission said fraud was 
detected in about 500 of the 240,000 voting centers and it ordered new 
balloting in those areas. 

At least 17 people were killed in Meerut, a city 50 miles northeast of New 
Delhi, when street battles broke out after a Muslim politician was assaulted 
and injured by a Hindu rival, police said. E 

An indefinite curfew was clamped on the city and the army was called out, 
authorities reached by telephone said. 


Bush threatens to veto military budget 


WASHINGTON — President Bush threatened a veto Monday as the House 
debated a $291 billion military budget that slashes his proposed spending on 
the Strategic Defense Initiative and the B-2 stealth bomber. 

Despite Bush’s warning, the House adopted the recommendation of its 
Armed Services Committee to trim the president’s proposed SDI allocation 
from $4.6 billion to $2.7 billion in fiscal 1992. 

The action came after the chamber rejected a more severe measure that 
would have reduced SDI to a research program with a budget of $1.1 billion. 

In a letter to House Minority Leader Robert Michel, R-IIl., Bush accused 
committee members of targeting vital programs and using the funds for 
weapons made in their own backyards. 

“While cutting funding for these and other crucial programs, the bill funds 
unneeded items such as excessive procurement of aircraft and other weapons 
systems,” Bush said. 

The package for the fiscal year beginning Oct. 1 increases spending on 
conventional weapons that proved successful during the Persian Gulf War. 


Queen knights Schwartzkopf war hero 


TAMPA, Fla. — Gen. H. Norman Schwarzkopf, America’s Gulf War hero, 
formally became Britain’s as well when Queen Elizabeth II bestowed an 
honorary knighthood on him Monday. 

“Tt was marvelous. She is a lovely lady. She just said ‘I would like to present 
you with this medal,” Schwarzkopf said after the private ceremony. “I think 
they go out of their way to make sure people like me don’t get nervous.” 

Schwarzkopf was given a crimson-ribboned, two-cross medallion in his 
MacDill Air Force Base office. He later beamed through drizzling rain as he 
displayed it on the steps of the U.S. Central Command headquarters. 

The four-star general is now Honorary Knight Commander in the Military 
Division of the Most Honorable Order of the Bath. He is the 58th American 
since World War II to receive an honorary knighthood, which entitles him to 
use the initials “KCB” after his name but not the title “sir.” That is reserved 
for Britons only. = ; 

The royal entourage later flew to Texas. 


Pipe bomb suspect held without bail 


SALT LAKE CITY — A man accused of setting a pipe bomb that gravely 
injured an 11-year-old boy will be held without bail pending a preliminary 
hearing in federal court, a magistrate ruled Monday. 

Meantime, officials confirmed that 11-year-old Adam Cook is brain dead and 
near death. “It’s no secret that his brain waves are flat,” said defense attorney 
Robert Van Sciver, who is representing the man accused in the bombing. 

“Tt’s all very sad,” he said. 

John Dwan, a spokesman with the University of Utah Health Sciences 
Center, said he could not confirm the boy had suffered fatal brain damage. 

“That has not been definitively determined at this time,” Dwan said. “As of 
now, he is in extremely critical condition and unstable. Doctors plan to run 
some more tests this afternoon.” 

Thurman is charged with a single count of possession of an unregistered 
explosive device — the foot-long pipe bomb that demolished a Toyota Land- 
cruiser owned by Howard Cook, the victim’s father, last Wednesday.

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Agencies receive 
fossil fuel funding

The Utah Division of Energy has 
approved funding for five projects de- 
signed to increase fossil fuel produc- 
tion in Utah. 

The Utah Energy Conservation 
and Development Council of the Utah 
Division of Energy has approved four 
loans and one grant to several Utah 
agencies that will carry out the 
projects. 

Richard Anderson, director of the 
Utah Division of Energy, said, “This 
technology advancement program ex- 
plores opportunities to further de- 
velop fossil-based energy resources 
within the state. Success of individual 
projects can lead to an expanded en- 
ergy supply as well as enhanced en- 
ergy technology.” 

According to a division report, the 
University of Utah Research Insti- 
tute will receive a loan to “identify oil 
and gas recovery potential in deltaic 
reservoirs.” 

Dennis Nielson, associate director 
of the institute, said this will involve 
tracking oil and gas that may have 
escaped from existing wells into 
nearby areas. 

He said the loan to the institute is 
for $100,000. 

According to the division report, 


‘loans will also be given to Resource 


Enterprises, Inc. of Salt Lake City, 
the University of Utah Fuels Engi- 
neering Department and James 
Bunger and Associates of Salt Lake 
City. 

Their projects include horizontal 
drilling, chemical extraction from 
synthetic crudes and electrical en- 
ergy conversion. 

A grant of $53,000 was also ap- 
proved for the Utah Geological Sur- 
vey to evaluate potential sights to ap- 
ply new horizontal drilling 
technology. 

Tom Childsey, a petroleum geolo- 
gist at the Utah Geological Survey, 
said the survey will study the Duch- 
esne Oil Field in the Uinta Basin. 

“When oil is extracted from a rock, 
30 to 40 percent is extracted. Hori- 
zontal drilling can increase this 
amount considerably,” Childsey said. 

He said horizontal drilling allows 
teams to cut across several layers of 
fractured rock from a single well. He 
said the additional oil trapped be- 
tween those rocks can increase a 
well’s productivity four-fold. 


Childsey said the survey is working . 


on several horizontal drilling research 
projects. The grant will pay only for 
the Duchesne project. 

Linda Neilson, spokesperson for 
the division, said the recipients of the 
funding were, chosen from 37 pro- 
posals submitted. 


Spending must be cut 


Organizations to get little federal help

Congressman Bill Orton addressed 
representatives of more than 70 ser- 
vice organizations Friday at a com- 
munity resources conference at Utah 
Valley Community College. 

Orton spoke about the budget pro- 
cess and federal funding. 

“The budget process must be 
changed; we must cut spending and 
find more areas where the govern- 
ment shouldn’t spend,” Orton said. 

“An optimistic approach to spend- 
ing will not balance the budget. To 
balance the budget, all discretionary 
spending must be cut,” he said. 

Defense, Social Security and wel- 
fare would be the only areas to fund, 
Orton said.

City to join consortium for housing

Spanish Fork City Council members voiced mixed reac- 


tions to Provo’s request for other communities to share 
the multiple-housing load in Utah County. 

The council voted in its last meeting to defer authoriza- 
tion for more low-income housing in Spanish Fork until 
May 22. 

The proposal put before the council by the Utah County 
Housing Authority was to build five duplexes within the 
city of Spanish Fork. The units would be designated as 
low-income housing, and low-income families would be 
given priority. 

“T agree with what Provo said regarding multiple-unit 
development,” Councilman Rex Woodhouse said. “Every- 
body’s got to share in the overcrowding problem.” 

Mayor Marie W. Huff agreed. “I feel there is a definite 
shortage in Utah County. We should bear our part.” 


Councilwoman Thora Shaw spoke against the proposal, 
saying she was concerned about how it would affect the 
community. 

“Tt’s more emotional than anything else,” Shaw said. 

The council voted 3-2 to join a consortium of cities as- 
sembled to design a five-year Comprehensive Housing 
Affordability Strategy. 

The measure is in compliance with the Cranston-Gonza- 
lez National Affordable Housing Act, which requires af- 
fected communities to outline what they are doing to pro- 
mote low-income housing . Geis 

The alternative was for Spanish Fork to design its own 
strategy. Either way, such a plan is required by the De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Development before the 
community can get federal aid. 

“They’re holding us hostage one way or the other,’ 
Shaw said. : 

Provo has already agreed to be the lead agency in the 
consortium.
